SUPPLY-D0MESH0

AHD FOREIGN. 
The question as to the quantity of wheat 
the United Slates wiii have for exportation 
this year, is a very important ooe, and 
commercia! circles are making it the chief 
topic of conversation and speculation. For 
a long while cotton was king, but that day 
has passed, and wheat to-day wields a 
greater influence in commercial centers 
than ever cotton did or ever will. So deep 
has beeo the interest in the question of the 
probable supply and demand of wheat 
that dealers 
and 
boards 
of 
trade statisticians have been hard at work 
ever since the harvest begun, making cal­ 
culations concerning the supply, as well as 
the demand, of wheat both in the United 
States and foreign countries. The estimate 
placed on the production of wheat ii the 
United States for the present year, is 430 
million bushels. Some have fixed It at 430 
million bushels. 
Others who desire to 
keep within reasonable limits, place the 
yield at 400 million bushels. The quantity 
of wheat required tor home consumption 
is estimated at 350 million bushels which 
Inclaies 43 millions needed 
tor seeding 
next spring. Takiug the lowest estimate 
yet made oft the probable yield in this 
country—400 million bushels—and this 
will leave at lear* 150 millions tor exporta­ 
tion. 
Then comes the prime question “what 
demand will there be in Europe for Amer­ 
ican wheat f ’ There will be a large de­ 
ficiency in England and a large one in 
France. A Chicago dealer and statistician, 
estimates that tho total wheat deficit in 
Europe will not fall far below 225 million 
bushels, and that the United Slates will be 
called upon lo supply at 
least 150 
muttons 
of 
this 
amount. 
All 
these estimates as a matter of course, are 
nothing but speculations. They are made 
however by men whom the public regard 
very competent judges of the wheat pro­ 
duction of the world. \ et, they must be 
received with more or less allowance. Aa 
a matter of tact, it is utterly impossible tor 
any man to estimate with reasonable cer­ 
tainty, the amount of wheat the United 
States and foreign countries have produced 
in 1379. The crop, so tar as this country 
is concerned, is mach greater than ever 
before 
koown, and judging from the 
amount exported and consumed in previ­ 
ous years, the dealers think they are justi­ 
fied in reckoning the crop of the present 
year at from 490 to 430 millions of bushels. 
Wa give these figures|for what they are

Prom the Cleveland Herald. 
Any one of our farmers, with few ex­ 
ceptions, who stands in a Western wheat 
field of 2 ,0 0 0 acres for the first time wit­ 
nessing the operation oft harvesting cannot 
fail to oe moved by the wonderful celer­ 
ity with which four or five men with ma­ 
chinery and horses will reap, bind and 
stack this immense piece of grain. There 
four or five men actually do as much aa a 
hundred oft their kind could do with the 
old fashioned “cradle” and the straw band 
by hand, which is Ihrgely used by our 
fanners even yet—still tney have reason in 
part for it, because the average field of 
wheat in Ohio is not ever twenty or thirty 
^^cre8, few have places of one hundred 
acres, and many, a great many, do not 
sow more than ten or 
twelve, and 
it plainly would not pay to purchase ma­ 
chinery for so small an extent of work. 
One of the strange fashions which mark 
the Western wheat harvest is the peculiar 
class of people upon whom the remote 
dwellers on the frontier depend upon to 
aid them in gathering their gram. 
They 
rely first upon the emigrants who come 
into the country to settle, subject to the 
homestead laws, and, second, on tho “wheat 
harvest tramps.” These “tramps” start in 
Texas, and follow the harvest north. Some 
keep on the line of the rivers, while others 
drivein 
wagons across the 
country.

they strike for the Mississippi river and 
there take a boat north; When they reach 
a point where the wheat hap not beeu cut, 
there thev disembark and at once go to 
work. Finishing here they go agrin fur­ 
ther north, so keeping on until Minnesota 
is reached, ceasing only when the broad 
fields of wheat on the Red river and Da­ 
kota are cut. Other men of this class get 
wagons at the Rio Grande and work right 
rhroagh North overland. 
Hundreds and

be seen forging through Kansas to-day. 
They have cut the c*6 p of Texas, they 
have sowed that of ^anthem Kansas, they 
are at work on those of Middle Kansas, 
and the eyes of the Nebraska farmer!; are 
anxiously turned to the Southern horizon 
every evening, looking for the white top* 
ped wagons of the Bohemian harvesters 
who are the very best of harvest hands, 
and bood, when tney abave finished their 
reason’s work among the purple hills of 
Dakota, they will disappear just as the 
wind iisteth.

Acres cf Perfume. 
Some idea of the magnitude of iLc busi­ 
ness of raising sweet scented dowers Lr 
th#lr perfume alone may be gathered from 
tha fact that Europe.-and British Lidia 
alone consume about 150,000 gallons pl 
handkerchief perfume yearly; that the 
English veyeoue from Frencfreau de col­ 
ogne o! itself Is $40,003 annually, aud the 
total revenue of England from other im­ 
ported perfumes is estimated at $200,000 
each year. There Is one great perfume 
distillery at Canoes, in France, which uses 
yearly about 100,000 pounds ol acacia dow­ 
ers 140.000 pounds of rare fijwer leaves, 
32.000 pounds of jasmine blossoms and 
20.000 pounds of tuberose blossoms, to­ 
gether with an immense quantity of ma­ 
terial used for perfume. Victoria, lo New 
South Wales, is a noted place for the pro­ 
duction of pcrfume-yield'Dg plants be­ 
cause such plants es the mignonette, sweet 
verbena, jasmine, rose lavender, acacia, 
heliotrope, rosemary, wall-flower, laurel, 
orange, and the sweet seemed geraniums 
are said to grow there ia greater perfection* 
than in any other part of the world. South 
Australia, it Is believed, would also be a 
good place for the growing of these per­ 
fume-producing plants, though they are 
not yet cultivated there to much extent. 
The value cf perfumes to countries adapt­ 
ed to their pre luclion may be gathered 
from the following estimate of their growth 
and value per acre, as given in the Lon­ 
don (E og) Journal of Horticulture : An 
acre of jasmine plan's, 80,000 in number, 
will prodace 5,000 pounds of flowers, val­ 
ued at $1,250; an acre of rose trees, 10,000 
in number, will yield 2.000 pounds f flow­ 
ers, yalu'. J at $250; an acre of violet?, 
producing IC,CJO pounds of flowers, is 
worth $800; an acre of cassia trees of 
about 300 will, at 3 years of age, yield 
900 pounds of dowers, worth $400 ; so 
acre of geranium plants will yield some­ 
thing over 2,000 ounces of distilled otto, 
worth $400; an acre of lavender, giving 
over 3,500 flowers for distillation, will 
yield a value of $1,500.

A Rochester Toting Man’s Ear. 
Prom the Rochester Express. 
D. P. Hicks, a young man of 23, who 
resides at No. 12 Dean street, and works in 
a bracket manufactory, is endowed with a 
wonderful memory tor musical sounds, 
somewhat akin lo that which distinguishes 
the musical prodigy Blind Tom. Tne only 
difference is that Mr. Hicks goes no further 
tuan to recognize sounds which he ha9 
once heard, while Blind Tom not ooly rec* 
ognizesthem but is able to reproduce them. 
Mr. Hicks’ specialty is railroad locomotive 
bells, tor wmch Irs ear bas an especial 
fondness, and with which he is able to 
prodace some curious experiments. The 
sound of a locomotive bell, once heard, ha 
distinctly remembers for any length of 
time thereafter, and as each locomotive 
has a number, he can tell that number 
when he hears the bell rung. There are 
over 5C3 locomotives running on the Cen­ 
tral Railroad, and of these he has been 
able to give 
the numbers accurately 
through his peculiar faculty. He has been 
tested many times by persons who were 
struck by the teats thus accomplished by 
his memory, and not only proved that he 
knew tire different numbers of the locomo­ 
tives from the sound of their bells, but 
could also tell any two that rang in the 
same key. Bells of locomotives running 
on the road, which he has not beard for 
years, be instantly recognizes when they 
strike on bis ear once more, ard whenever 
be bears a locomotive whose number is 
over 500, he knows it at once, as all the 
new locomotives over that number have
